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Towns fall silent on 


Remembrance Day

REMEMBRANCE ser¬ 
vices were held in Wey¬ 
mouth and on Portland 
when local men and 


women were remem¬ 
bered alongside Ameri¬ 
can allies who left from 
the borough to fight on 
the beaches of Nor¬ 
mandy 72-years-ago. 

On Portland there 
were three services. The 
first at the war memo¬ 
rial followed by a sec¬ 
ond act of remembrance 
at the American memo¬ 
rial in Victoria Gardens. 
The day ended with an 
evening service at Eas¬ 
ton Methodist Church. 

Portland Mayor 
Sandie West said: 
“Portland was a huge 
naval base and of 
course Portland men 
left to join the forces in 
both world wars and it’s 
such a small place, 
losses were felt by the 
whole community. 

“When we held our 
remembrance service 
for the Battle of Jutland 
we were able to name 
15 men from the island 
who were in that battle. 
When we had a service 
for the Somme anniver¬ 
sary we remembered 
the people of Portland 
who were lost in that 
battle. It’s very impor¬ 
tant that we have ser¬ 
vices in both Weymouth 
and Portland.” 

Cannon fire marked 
the start and end of the 
silence in Weymouth as 
hundreds lined the Es¬ 
planade in the winter 
sunshine. The two-part 
service began at the war 
memorial near the Pier 
Bandstand. This was 


followed by a parade to 
the US memorial where 
3,000 Americans who 
perished at Omaha 
Beach on D-Day are al¬ 
ways remembered by 
the town. 

There is an emphasis 
on young people’s in¬ 
volvement in Remem¬ 
brance Day. Sam 
Skelson, a Sea Cadet 
with TS Boscawen was 
one of this year’s stan¬ 
dard bearers. It was the 
first time he’d been 
given the honour. 

He said: “I trained a 
lot and I have watched 
the standard bearers 
work in previous years, 
so I knew what was 
going to happen. I was 
really nervous this 
morning, but it all came 
together today so it was 
fine. Today is very im¬ 
portant. I hope to join 
the Navy after this year 
and you have to re¬ 
member the people 
who died saving our 
country.” 

Dorset South MP 
Richard Drax laid one

TWO men in their 
early twenties have 
been questioned after a 
man was attacked and 
robbed in the Chapel- 
hay area of Weymouth.

Campaigners help May in 
battle to beat Leukaemia 


THE result of a public campaign 
could help save the life of a 
Weymouth woman. 

After 60,000 people signed a 
petition the Home Office re¬ 
versed a previous decision and 
have now allowed May Brown’s 
sister, Martha, into the country 
so she can give bone marrow to 
save her life. 

They had previously refused a 
visa on the grounds that her 
salary, as a teacher, was not 
enough for her to support herself 
while she was here. 

May, who is married to a for¬ 


mer Weymouth soldier, is now 
preparing for the operation over 
the Christmas period. 

The couple have a two-year- 
old daughter, Selina. 

May (23) has Acute Myeloid 
Leukaemia and needs a bone 
marrow transplant - but a search 
in this country failed to find a 
match. 

May’s sister, Martha Williams, 
is a perfect match and was 
happy the come to the UK, leav¬ 
ing her two children in the care 
of the women’s grandmother. 

Despite letters from hospital 


consultants confirming Martha's 
status as the only available 
matching donor for the stem cell 
transplant, she was initially re¬ 
fused a visa for her to travel 
from Nigeria. 

After hearing May's story, the 
African Caribbean Leukaemia 
Trust set up a petition to urge 
the government to change its 
mind. 

Martha says she is delighted 
to be able to help her sister and 
wants to press on and donate 
bone marrow for the life-saving 
operation to go ahead as soon as 


possible: “I felt so bad when I 
was told I couldn’t come be¬ 
cause I really want to save my 
sister,” she said. 

Said May: “I’m now so 
happy, happy that she’s here... 
without those people who 
signed the petition I wouldn’t 
have been having the transplant 
and I would have, eventually, 
died.” 

The operation is due to take 
place in December and May 
will have to spend six months in 
isolation to avoid the risk of in¬ 
fection.

Care staff hold protest 
over proposed pay cuts 


LOW paid care workers in Dorset claim they could 
be forced to accept pay cuts amounting to as much 
as £2,600 a year. 

Some staged a silent protest outside Dorset County 
Hall to highlight their concerns. 

The care staff are employed by Dorset company 
Tricuro, which was set up just over a year ago by 
Dorset, Poole and Bournemouth councils to provide 
care to elderly and disabled residents. 

It plans to cut the wages staff receive for working 
at the weekend or on public holidays. 

Unison claim that poor planning has left the com¬ 
pany with a £1.3million hole in its budget and has 
forced the company to renege on a promise made 
when it was started, not to cut wages. 

Unison, which represents the 400 employees di¬ 
rectly affected by the changes, is calling on Tricuro’s 
three local authority owners to face up to the problem 
and enter negotiations involving ACAS, in an at¬ 
tempt to solve the dispute. 

The union’s South West head of local government 
Gavin Brooks said: “When Tricuro was set up last 
year, care staff were promised that the transfer from 
the councils wouldn’t mean any loss in pay. Now, 
barely 12 months on, it is trying to break this 
promise. 

“To make matters worse, Tricuro managers have 
been waving P45s at these staff, threatening them 
with the sack if they refuse to agree to the changes. 

“Tricuro staff work long hours looking after vulner¬ 
able elderly and disabled people across the county. 
They deserve better than to be intimidated in this way.

These low-paid workers rely on the extra cash they 
get for working unsocial hours to make ends meet.” 

Aid Unison Dorset County Council assistant branch 
secretary Ken Attwooll: “Tricuro’s council owners 
could easily solve this problem without hurting staff. 
The company is claiming it’s cash-strapped, but it was 
able hand back £345,000 to council shareholders last 
year. 

“Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole councils must 
recognise that a decent care service requires invest¬ 
ment in staff. This is about fulfilling a promise made 
and properly valuing the essential service care work¬ 
ers provide. The councils must join Tricuro in talks 
with the union through ACAS and resolve this unnec¬ 
essary dispute.” 

The union says that under the proposed changes an 
assistant cook working on Saturdays stands to lose up 
to £666 a year, and a care assistant working Sundays 
up to £836. Night staff who do a double shift at the 
weekend could be down as much as £2,600 a year. 

Unison says that staff were given eight days to sign 
a “voluntary agreement” and were told that if they did 
not agree the company would move to a formal pro¬ 
cess of dismissal. 

Conservative spokesman at the county council for 
adult heath, care and independence, Councillor Jill 
Haynes, said that no one had been dismissed and that 
a 45-day consultation period had started on October 
9th.

Little green 
bus clocks up 
4,000 journeys 


THE Dorset Community bus 
service has celebrated clock¬ 
ing up more than 4,000 pas¬ 
senger trips since county 
council funding cuts earlier 
in the year led to the closure 
of 26 rural bus routes. 

Dorset Community Trans¬ 
port (DCT) made sure 12 of 
the routes could keep going. 

Since April, when the cuts 
were announced, DCT’s 
PlusBus service - affection¬ 
ately known by some passen¬ 
gers as the “little green bus” 
- has provided more than 
4,000 passenger journeys, 
from doctor’s visits to sim¬ 
ple, but vital, trips to the 
shops. 

There are now more than 
400 people registered with 
the service, and demand has 
been such that DCT has had 
to introduce additional ser¬ 
vices, including Bridport and 
Dorchester. 

Said 73-year-old Mary 
Head, from East Lulworth: “I 
really rely on the little green 
bus. Where I live is very iso¬ 
lated, and when I found out 
that the council was cutting 
my usual route I was morti¬ 
fied. It actually made me feel 


really depressed.” 

“We have one lady on the 
bus who is 92 and I think it’s 
the only time she gets out. For 
someone living alone, who is 
perhaps not able to walk very 
well and has not got family 
around, you need to be able to 
get out and have something to 
look forward to.”

Train station fire 
'exaggerated' 

South West Trains say that reports of 
explosions and a fire at Dorchester 
South Station last week exaggerated 
the situation. 

The company says there were 
sparks caused by an electrical fault 
which led to the power being shut 
down - but there was no fire and no 
one onboard was harmed. 

Several newspapers reported that 
there had been a fire in one of the 
carriage shortly after 6.15pm last 
Tuesday (8th) with several talking 
about'explosions'. 

South WestTrains says the incident 
was quickly over with Police, Fire 
Crews and Paramedics stood down 
on arrival. 

The fire service brought in appli¬ 
ances from Dorchester, Weymouth, 
Maiden Newton and Bridport be¬ 
cause of the potential numbers 
which might have been involved in 
any incident. 

South WestTrains said: "Passengers 
were taken off the 1803 Weymouth 
to Waterloo service at Dorchester 
South station after reports of electri¬ 
cal arcing underneath the train. 

"Emergency services were called as 
a precaution, but were not required. 

"There was no fire, although the in¬ 
cident did result in flashes, smoke 
and a bang, as well as cosmetic dam¬ 
age to the train. 

"Replacement transport was pro¬ 
vided for passengers to get them to 
their destination. We are sorry for the 
disruption caused to their journeys."

A MEMORIAL has been unveiled 
in Weymouth to commemorate 
those in the Merchant Navy and 
fishing fleets who have lost their 
lives at sea.

It is a really emotional 
day,” said Captain Compton. 

“I am so proud. I’m proud of the 
memorial I’m proud of my associ¬ 
ation and I’m proud of the town,” 
he added. 

The wreath was laid by 9 3-year- 
old Anthony Cash. 

“I went to sea in 1939 and 
through the whole of the war. 
That’s why they asked me. It’s a 
sad day but a rejoicing day because 
now we have the monument. We 
are not far from the sea and the 
Shambles, where a lot of people 
are buried, and I think it’s like a 
headstone for the Atlantic and here. 
It’s a wonderful day, we’ve done 
very well.”

People 
still serve on the seas and 90 per 
cent of our trade comes via the sea 
so they play a vital role and I’m re¬ 
ally delighted that at last they will 
receive the recognition they de¬ 
serve. It’s a great day.”

Station is becoming a 'no-go' area at night 


THIS week's Growing Old 
Disgracefully considers the 
need for prunes in elderly 
people's lives. 

So important has the fruit 
become to some couples 
that a recent conversation 
overheard in the health sec¬ 
tion of a Weymouth shop re¬ 
vealed that today was 
"prune day"! 

That implies, at the risk of 
a pun, a certain regularity at 
least as far as buying prunes 
is concerned since they had 
become so used to buying 
them that they had even set 
aside a specific day of the 
week to do so. 

Like a good nasal spray, 
prunes ensure you don't get 
that blocked up feeling and 
pensioners set great store by 
them and quite right too be¬ 
cause better a fruit than 
some patent medicine full of 
chemicals to achieve the 
same effect. 

So get yourself down to 
your local health or whole¬ 
food shop and buy a kilo of 
prune exercise. It's a lot less 
tiring way to lose a bit of 
weight than going jogging! 


A WINDOW on Weymouth’s 
nightlife has been opened for me 
after a fortnight when I had to col¬ 
lect family members half a dozen 
times late at night from the railway 
station. 

All of the collections were in the 
9.15pm-10.30pm period from a 
place which is hardly a social mag¬ 
net for residents and certainly not at 
that time of day. 

What I found was a sort of tense 
almost “no-go” area with regular 
high profile groups of drunks out¬ 


side the station, “loved ones” being 
loudly seen off on departing trains 
by men so drunk they couldn’t 
walk in a straight line and passen¬ 
gers stumbling off arrivals carrying 
bags of beer cans they had clearly 
sampled to while away their jour¬ 
ney time. 

I knew the station was a problem 
area of town but the sheer scale of 
that problem was far worse than I 
thought it was with grim faced pas¬ 
sengers stoically cleaving their way 
to the exit and a safe escape home. 


The real scale of the problem be¬ 
comes apparent when talking to 
those who work the area on or 
round the station at night. 

One worker told me conditions 
were now the worst he had seen in 
nearly 20 years, so bad in fact that 
he never risks going near certain 
points because those frequenting 
the station late at night can be very 
aggressive. There was actually a 
scuffle on one of the nights I was 
there. 

The siege mentality was under¬ 


lined by a daughter who alighted 
and told her waiting mother that she 
had felt really frightened by one 
group of inebriants on her train. 

Mum sympathised but hurriedly 
said they needed to get to their car 
because she was worried it might 
be vandalised by a group of drunks 
on the station steps! 

If people feel nervous travelling 
on trains in to Weymouth, nervous 
when they arrive at Weymouth and 
nervous when they go outside the 
station then the authorities need to 


take a proper look at the whole sit¬ 
uation there because it is doing the 
town and its image no favours al 
all. 

Festering feeling 

JUST thirty-nine days to go until 
Christmas and the festering - 
sorry, festive - feeling is just 
about everywhere you go. 

You can snap up a bargain on 
batteries at eight for £3.75 or six¬ 
teen for £9 - yes, one outlet really 
is offering such a bad deal - or ■ 
you can listen to the blandish¬ 
ments of every site from high 
end stores to low end market 
stalls which will all tell you that 
no woman can be without their 
perfume made using only the 
finest organic rose petals with 
just a hint of farm slurry! 

Countering the retail rhetoric is 
the hard-nosed common sense 
ofTrading Standards officers who 
are warning all of us that if the 
"bargain" seems too good to be 
true then it probably is. 


But what do the pupils think? 


LOCAL education seems to need a few lessons 
in stability for pupils. 

If it wasn’t parents up in arms about a certain 
Portland academy’s threat to take itself away 
from local accountability then it was a collection 
of Weymouth schools planning to join an 
academy. 

Authority might claim that the various propos¬ 
als had only been drawn up in the best long term 
interests of pupils who attend these institutions, 


but the bottom line is that the uncertainty caused 
by such talk is bound to filter down to the class¬ 
room. 

What does seem to come across loud and clear 
is that all the parents with pupils affected by the 
proposals want much more say in what is going 
on. 

They were either actively against what was 
proposed for Portland - a proposal now hastily 
withdrawn - or they wanted to know a great deal 


more about the Weymouth proposals....and 
caught in the middle of all this are the pupils. 

It’s normally parents who are “consulted” 
about such changes, but wouldn’t it be refresh¬ 
ing if pupils were specially consulted. 

That way not only would the powers that be 
get a useful idea of what those actually being 
taught think of the proposals but involving 
pupils might help ease any uncertainty in school 
life.

SERVES: 16 

Ingredients: 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 600g) 

2 satsuma, segmented 

1 apple, finely chopped 
zest 1 lemon 

little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry 
375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, softened 



125g caster sugar, plus extra for sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 beaten egg for glazing 
Instructions: 

Place the flour and butter in a bowl and rub to¬ 
gether to a crumb consistency. Add the sugar 
and the egg, and mix together. Tip out onto a 
lightly floured surface and fold until the pastry 
comes together, be careful not to over mix. Wrap 
the pastry in cling film and chill for 10 mins. 

Scoop the mincemeat into a bowl and add the 
satsumas, apple and zest. 

Heat oven to 220C/200C fan/gas 7. Roll out the 
pastry to 3mm thick. Using a round cutter (about 
10cm), cut out 16 bases and place them into 
muffin trays. Put 11/2 tbsp mincemeat mixture 
into each. Brush the edge of each pie with a little 
beaten egg. Re-roll out the pastry to cut 7cm lids 
and press them on top to seal. Glaze with the rest 
of the egg, sprinkle with caster sugar, then make 
a small cut in the tops. 

Bake mince pies for 15-20 mins until golden 
brown. Leave to cool before releasing them from 
the muffin trays and dusting with icing sugar. 
Serve.

Missed chances cost Magpies tilt at Trophy 


Dorchester Town 0 Basingstoke 3 
TA Trophy 2nd qua! - att; 306 
EVEN Basingstoke manager Terry Brown could 
not believe how his side were in the hat for the 
Third Qualifying Round of the FA Trophy after 
his charges were ripped apart in the first half by 
some of the most potent football home fans 
have seen from the Magpies this season. 

The full-time outfit had been totally out¬ 
played by a tenacious and rampant Dorchester 
side and were just looking to survive until half 
time when the game was turned on its head 
two minutes before the break when Richard 
Whittingham needlessly tugged back substi¬ 
tute Nana Owusu just outside the area. 

Owusu who had replaced the injured Charlie 
Kennedy after 26 minutes dusted himself down 
before firing the free kick over the wall and into 
Shane Murphy's bottom right corner of the 
goal. 

The crowd were stunned to find the visitors 
going into the break with the lead when they 
could have been at least two goals down. 

From the first whistle Dorchester pressurised 
the visitors' defence, none more so than left 
back Robert Atkinson who was turned inside 
out by the combination of Ollie Bassett and 
Franklyn Clarke, making a welcome return to 
The Avenue after leaving York City by mutual 
consent last week. 

The pair backed up by manager Mark Jermyn 
at full back cut the young defender to bits, forc¬ 
ing him and his colleagues into errors. 

Nathan Walker put an early header over the 
top from Clarke's cross before the latter beat 
Atkinson and Sam Deadfield in a mazy run 
down the right. His cross looked perfect for 
Walker who appeared to be pushed by Joe 
Gator, but the referee ignored claims for a 
penalty. 

With just 11 minutes gone Yeovil Town loanee 
Bassett's deep cross found Walker, but some¬ 
how Dragons keeper AlexTokarczyk got across 
goal to deny him with a point-blank save. 

The visiting keeper then got lucky when 
Clarke fired in a low curling shot which he failed 
to hold, but grabbed at the second attempt, be¬ 
fore Tom Blair fired over from 25-years after 
Morgan had won the ball. 

Kennedy, unable to continue after a previous 
knock was replaced by Owusu on 26 minutes, 
but still Dorchester continued their dominance, 
and almost got the goal their play deserved; 
Morgan's curling shot beating the keeper but 
bouncing off the post. 

Then Blair, having neatly sidestepped a de¬ 


fender fired straight at the keeper. 

Despite all this pressure, it was Basingstoke 
who scored with their first shot on goal to leave 
the Magpies dumfounded at the break. If this 
had been a boxing match the referee would 
have stopped the fight such was Dorchester's 
domination. 

Basingstoke changed tactics at halftime and 
moved to a 4-4-2 by substituting striker Aaron 
Jarvis for midfielder Whittingham, and they did 
improve, and on 54 minutes doubled the lead 
through a penalty. 

Matt Oldring blocked a cross from the right 
and Murphy, in trying to retrieve the loose ball, 
brought down Aaron Redford, who picked him¬ 
self to convert with confidence. 

Dorchester's response was to replace Jermyn 
and Morgan with David Gerrard and Mario Ma- 
teus. 

Two golden opportunities went begging 
soon after when Walker could failed to get his 
foot around the ball when Tokarczyk's could 
only parry Bassett's fierce strike, and then Ger¬ 
rard and Walker appeared to get in each other's 
way after the keeper failed to hold Blair's close 
range effort. 

Although the Dragons were making a better 
game of it in the second hand, it was Dorch¬ 
ester who were the more potent, although Matt 
Partridge side footed over from 18 yards. 

Jake Smeeton's 30-yard free kick was well held 
by the keeper, and Blair's low cross following a 
jinking run along the byline was hacked away 
at the near post, before Walker proved it was 
not to be Dorchester's day when he side footed 
a perfect cross from Mateus beyond the farpost. 

To rub salt in the wounds Deadfield added a 
third for the visitors in added time with a fierce 
shot that Murphy got a big hand to but couldn't 
prevent from going in. 

Blues grab dramatic 
late winner

PORTLAND United grabbed a dramatic late 
winner in a pulsating game at New Grove Cor¬ 
ner last night (Tuesday). 

In driving rain that got heavier as the game 
progressed, the Blues turned a two goal half¬ 
time deficit into victory with a goal deep into 
added time.

Portland continued to be positive and captain 
Lewis Whyton saw his goal bound header from 
Alex Halloran's corner deflected behind off a 
Badger defender, before Lewis Clarke broke 
clear from just inside the visitors half. He looked 
odds-on to score as he bore down on goal but 
keeper Callum Maher blocked his effort with his 
legs. 

The second half saw Portland pull a goal back 
six minutes in when Whyton's headed home 
from Halloran's corner. 

The previously assured Badgers defence sud¬ 
denly became nervous, whilst the Blues mid- 
field gained control. 

This gave full backs Ross Doidge, and partic¬ 
ularly Chris Clarke, space wide to run at their 
opponents, and when Smith's angled shot just 
missed the far angle of the goal, the ball was re¬ 
cycled to Clarke whose teasing cross whipped 
on the wind forcing Maher to acrobatically fin¬ 
gertip the ball away. 

It only appeared a matter of time before the 
Blues levelled, but midway through the half 
Brockenhurst had a chance to seal the game 
when Tickle broke clear.

The Badgers were now on the ropes and first 
Maher did well to block Richardson's shot with 
his feet before Lewis Clarke headed another 
Halloran cross wide. 

As a wonderfully entertaining game moved 
into added time, it appeared to be heading for 
a draw but there was one final twist as Richard¬ 
son got up at the far post to nod Halloran's cor¬ 
ner into the roof of the net to earn the Blues 
victory. 

Apart from the penalty conversion, Little was 
seen of Badger's Barker, the Sydenham Wessex

goals, who was well held by the Blues defence. 

Deja vu as Blues fall to late goal
